WHAT OF JAPAN? 
July 30. 


o cerning the "completeness 
oc erssienan “domination of Italy” shows 


(er has to all intents and purposes 
tat tr tation fo an occupied county 
Without the expense of bloodshed, ‘The Ges- 
Tupo has clamped its evil hands down on the 
Whole of Italian life, and Fascists tliemselves 
gre being deprived of whatever freedom thelr 
Gin system left them. Neutral observers, 
{iho have recently been in Italy, allege that 
the Gestapo is now running the country hav- 
ing stepped. in when there was a danger of 
a collapse of the Government in Rome fol- 
Towing the reverses infileted upon the Italian 
armies in Afrlea, In some of the ministries 
between ten and twenty per cent, of the per- 
sonnel are’ Germans, mn coordinating 
commissions are installed in practically every 
branch of industry reducing all Italian ac~ 
tivities Into’ subordination fo German pur- 
poses. Striking as was the honeycombing of 
Holland by the Nazis their work in Italy far 
‘surpasses what was done there, 

How complete this domination is may be! 
seen from the fact thet German ofcals are 
to be found in the central police stations, on 

«the ‘ratiways, in. the custom's. houses ‘and 
Indeed in every’ key position throughout the 
country. All Italy has been declared a war 
zone, and German troops are guarding every 
fir base and. all important communications. 
Such is the resentment at this penetration of 
Ttaly that the Germans are unable to trust 
the Italians, whether it 3s the régular army, 
the Blackshirts or the Carabinierl. And as 
fa erowning Insult German censors deal with 
ai Halian mail entering or leaving the 
country, "AN! this only serves to show how 
really Mussolint has fallen from his fancied 
position as an equal partner in the Axis,— 
That was a role Hitler never contemplated 
for him,—to merely another Quisling forced 
to exoctte the orders of his Teutonle master. 
The fact has to be faced by all Italians, and 
{Is greatly resented by many, even among 
the most enthusiastic Fascists, that Italy has 
‘become an oceupied country just as much as 
Holland, Belgium or Denmari. 

In the light of all this, what about Japan? 
Ever since the commencement of the war 
there has been a steady penetration of Ger- 
mans into every phase of Japanese activity. 
Germans of non-Nazi leanings have been 
ousted from their jobs. Nazi experts abound| 
Throughout the country as Dr. Spinks recent 
ly revealed in a most striking article. -Naai 
influence has resulted in the. "Japan. ‘Times 
and “Advertiser” now refusing to publish 
British communiqués on the subject of the 
war, ‘True, with a pretence at fairness, it 
also refuses to publish similar German com 
munications, but the Nazis have secured 
control in the matter of the Press that the 
Tapanese are completely denied all oppor- 
tunity’ of obtaining an accurate account of 
how the war is progressing, There are Ger- 
mans already in some of the ministries, and 
it'may be expected that, ‘as Germans are 
obliged to leave the countries in which they 
formerly carried ‘on thelr subversive ac 
livities, the number of “experts” and the 
ike in’ Japan will be considerably swelled. 

‘To coin a new phrase Japan is being as 
neatly “fitth-eolumned” as any other nation 
in which the Nazis have succeeded in carry 
ing out thelr designs. It is idle to depend 
upon the fact that Japan, unlike ‘Italy, is 
not contiguous with Germany, and, therefore, 
safely out of her sphere of influence. - What 
has been happening in the United States and 
the Latin American nations is suMeient proot 
that distance ean give the Japanese no safety 
from Nazi: intrigues, ond ‘there cannot be 
the stightest doubt that it Germany by some 
freak of chance should win this war Japan's 
position would be exactly similar to that of 
Haly's, The sooner the Japanese realize that 
Hitier’s mad ambition 1s for world domina~ 
thon, “without any partners, the better tor 
them. ‘They may be made to serve his pur- 
pose for the time being, just as. Mussolini 
was, but inthe “now order” which Hitler 
contemplates there is no room for compeli- 
tors, such as Japan freed from Nazi domina-

{to residents in the building apposite the Race 
Course, and Dr, McCracken's letter complain 
ing of the action of this journal in publishing 
it again draws attention to the affairs of 
that institution. Lest it be claimed that the 
Foreign Y, is in the nature of a private club 
‘and that fis domestic questions are no matter 
for public discussion, it should be pointed out 
that, in addition to’ the gifts made by Mr. 
Crane, former US. Minister tc China, Capt, 
Robert Dollar and the International’ Com- 
mittee in New York, the Shanghai public did 
its bit by subseribing no less than Tis. 200,000. 
The public of Shanghai is consequen'ly very 
interested to knowing how an institution 
niade possible by its donations is being 
managed, and though the board of trustees 
of the Foreign ¥.M.C.A. appear to think that 
the concern they control’ is a private one, 
there are many, including. this Journal who 
‘hold an entirely opposite view. 

It is a fact that there is dissatisfaction 
amongst residents at the Foreign Y.M.C.A, at 
the Increases which have already occurred 
‘and the one which was announced in June’ 
Inst. ‘The charges made in the protest are 
such that they should be investigated, for if| 
it is true as the compilers of that document 
aver that "food and room rent charges” are 
“obviously built up to cover, the non-profit 
producing activities of the Y." then the con- 
siderations which led the public of Shanghai 
to subscribe so handsomely sixteen years ago 
ne longer prevail and the intention of the| 
donors to provide a place where men could 
live reasonably cheaply has been frustrated.

‘While there is still some confusion regard- 
jing the extent to which the economi 
sanctions directed against Japan by Greé 
Britain, the United States and the Nether- 
lands East Indies will be applied, information 
now to hand suggests that those three coun~ 
‘tries are proceeding with a caution which 

the circumstances is justified’ But it 
would be the height of foolishness for anyone 
jin Japan to believe that stricter sanctions will 
not be rigidly applied should the actions of 
the Japanese Government demand such a 
‘corrective, ‘The present desire of the three 
countries which have taken action against 
Japan is not to do anything which would 
make the Japanese Government more 
‘desperate than it is at present, and even at 
‘this late hour there is every opportunity for 
‘Tokyo to reconsider its policy of expansion 
which can only lead to,a collision, drop its 
fadherence to the Axis’ from which it can 
to reorient its alms 
toward a better understanding with | the 
world’s two greatest sea powers which is 
more in keeping with Japan's maritime and 
naval position, 

Mr, Roosevelt is proceeding cautiously, In 
that he is being supponted by Great Britain 
jand the Netherlands East Indies. ‘There is 
no desire to push Japan over the precipice 
towards which she is being urged by the 
irrational ambitions of the Japanese military 
extremists. But this must not be taken as a 
sign of weakness, There is no parallel 
between the abortive application of sanctions 
jagainst Ttaly “over Abyssinia and what the 
three democracies are capable of doing in 
the Far East, Sanctions against Italy failed 
because of conflicting interests. ‘There. is 
here no such conflict. Rather is there a 
determination to take common action in 
[defence of common interests and there is not 
Jone factor in the present situation which is, 
fat all comparable with the case of those un= 
forlunate sanctions againat Italy. 

What is apparently contemplated by, the 
[three democracies is the increasing applica~ 
tion of sanctions as the actions of Japan call 
for such a process, That this may lead to 
‘war is fully recognized in London, Washing- 
fon and Batavia, ‘That is a contingency 
which is being faced fairly and squarely in 
‘the three capitals mentioned, It will not 
‘deter the governments concerned from pro- 
seeding to the last hour of act. ‘The inten- 
tion behind the present procedure js to give 
‘the Japanese Government the fullest possible 
‘opportunity to consider the consequences of 
any further aggression, in the Far East, and 
to give it every chance to mend ils ways 
But, if it will not, if it insists upon pursuing 
lis present rash courses, i and it alone will 
be responsible for whatever results. It is 
reported that Japan is shortly to commence 
applying pressure to Thalland to adhere to 
the, co-prosperity sphere which Japan seeks 
to create. Aggression against the country in 
lorder to coerce it will call for further action 
lby the democracies... 

That would mean a step nearer war, for, 
it Thailand decided to maintain her integrity 
fand neutrality if necessary by the force of 
arms, there can be no doubt that assistance 
would be afforded her, and that not only by 
fan inereased pressure ‘through the extension 
of sanctions.

Logation’s activities in London, which was| 
handed to M, Grippenberg on Thursday 
afternoon by Sir Alexander Cadogan, Per- 


manent Under-Secrotary for Foreign Affairs, 
‘reates an interesting situation. As late as 
July 22 it was decided to maintain such re- 
ations, notwithstanding the fact that Finland 
was at war with Russia which is an ally 
of Great Britain, and that German forces 
were cooperating with the Finnish army. 
Recently action ‘became necessary 
Finnish overseas trade as a result of the fore 
going facts which created circumstances in 
which it was clearly impossible to allow’ 
goods to pass through the blockade to reach 
territory which must be considered as largely 
under German control, and where it would 
undoubtedly be of considerable value to the 
enemy. If Germany fancied that because of 
the British desire to remain in friendship) 
with the Finns it would be prepared to relax’ 
the blockade it was sadly mistaken. There 
never has been any intention on the part of 
the British Government to allow the Germans 
‘access to the outside world through Finland. 
‘The action taken was not levelled against 
Finland but against Germany and there is| 
something in the argument that because of 
that fact normal diplomatic intercourse be-| 
tween the two countries is still not im- 
possible. The next step must be Finland's. 
If the Finnish Legation is withdrawn from 
London Great Britain will have no choice 
but to withdraw from Helsinki. The breach 
of diplomatic relations, which would follow, 
‘would not necessarily. mean that Britain 
would consider herselt at war with the 
Finns. Tt is unfortunate that Finland either 
under German coercion, or animated with a 
perfectly understandable desire for revenge 
upon Soviet Russia, should ‘find herseit| 
‘aligned with the enemy Great Britain has 
sworn to destroy. ‘That is particularly true 
because of the great admiration which 
Britons have for the Finns and the enormous 
respect they have for them for the manner 
in which they defended their country last 
year. A 
Tt may very well be that the British and| 
the Finns will never come into conflict, and 
that the present developments. will ‘only 
amount to a diplomatic gesture, and not the 
prelude of hostilities between the two coun- 
tries. .Nevertherless there is the fact to be 
faced ‘that in order to make certain that 
Germany shall not benefit by its present 
arrangement with Finland such steps will 
have to be maintained which will ensure the| 
effectiveness of the blockade within which | 
Finland has been drawn by her union, with 
Germany. If there is a danger that, by 
elting supplies through to the Finns, ‘they! 
in their turn, out of their own ‘supplies, can| 
serve the Germans, then it becomes apparent 
‘that Finland must be subjected to a total 
blockade, which in effect will amount to a 
hostile act against {Nem.

Winston Churchilt'was but another prophet 
whose warnings were disregarded, and, 

ithin a generation, the world has scen the 
sickly spectacte of history repeating itself in 
a manner which could have been avoided. 
That could not have been done merely by 
sweet words at Geneva, or the fabrication of 
pacts designed to perpetuate peace, but by 
the girding of loins in prepatation for war, 
which has been again proved to be the only 
eal assurance of peace. And so, because a 
few men refused to speak out forthrighly, 
because the many refused to listen to those 
‘who did, Europe, and perhaps the whole world 
will be’ eventually,—is engaged in another 
life and death struggle in which the flower 
of youth in many lands is paying the price 
either of thelr leaders’ stupidity, or over- 
weening ambition. ‘The plain fact is that 
mankind failed to learn ‘the lesson of the 
years immediately preceding the last war 
‘and consequently could not apply them in 
the years preceding this. 

‘That this is so naturally arouses anxiety’ as 
to what wil happen when the Allies omerze 
Victoriously trom this as they will most surely 
ao. Will “they disregard all conclusions 
which are to be drawn from the history of 
he past eight years? God forbid. If they do 
it will be ‘merely a question of time as to 
when the world will witness another and 
‘even worse conflict. If on the other hand 
they learn the significance of ‘this twice 
taught bitter lesson there is still some hope 
for humanity and civilization. Experience, 
bought at what a price, definitely shows that 
the ‘Peace ‘of the world cannot’ be ensured 
unless those countries most likely to threaten. 
it are placed in. such a position that they 
cannot do so, without the certainty of speedy: 
and Cutler ‘defeat. ‘rhe ‘world just ‘stand 
prepared at all times aga le ageres- 
sion. There can be no disarmament until the 
causes for war have been removed, and, if 
they cannot be, the loins of the nations must 
be for ever girded. But it may be possible 
fo remove the economic causes of war which 
‘are just os important as the schemings of 
wieked men.

GERMANY STALLED 


Aug. 5. 

It is now virtually certain that the Nazi 
army has met with its first reverse in this 
war, ‘The successful withdrawals of the 
British from Dunldrk, Narvik, and Crete 
might possibly be described as reverses for 
the Germans, but only in the negative sense 
that they were thwarted in. thelr objective, 
which was to destroy thelr enemy. In Soviet 
Russia, however, the full foree of the Ger 
man army sen, hurled against a nation 
whieh the Nazis believed to have been only 
partially prepared, and though some striking 
gains were won through the _ initial 
tactical surprise, the “invincible” arrhy has 
been stalled, its time-table shattered, and its 
dest troops’ cither killed, wounded, or ex- 
hausted. “Successive drives have petered out. 
At first, it was Leningrad which was to fall 
like a ripe apple. Little is being heard today 
of the offensive on this city. ‘Then it was 
‘Moscow which was to fall, after the capture 
of Smolensk. Smolensk appears still to “be. 
in Russian hands, and counter-attacks have 
driven the Germans further back than they. 
were two weeks ago. It is now an offensive, 
against the southern Ukraine. On this front 
the Germans have hitherto made even less 
progress than they have done on the other 
fronts, ‘The Russians have all along realised 
the vital character of the Ukraine and the 
Caucasian’ oll fields to their national 
existence, and long ago concentrated thelr 
‘most powerful forces in that region, under 
the command of Marshal Semyon Budenny. 
Where the Germans failed to break through 
in the central front, in spite of the treachery. 
of their attack, they are unlikely to succeed 
in ‘the south, where the Russians have Tong 
been ready ‘for them. It may be claimed, 
therefore, without stretching the faets in any 
way, that the Nazi army has met its first 
real’ defeat. 

‘The importance of this defeat lies not so 
much jn the fact that the Germans have 
suffered heavy losses in men and equipment 
and that they have expended valuable and 
irreplaceable war material, but in. the fact| 























that the bubble of their “invincibility” has| 


exploded. On the sea the Germans have 
been repeatedly beaten since the outbreak 


‘mans expected little from their navy, how-| 
ever. From their air force-they had been' 
taught to expect much, and it was a severe! 
low to the man in the’ street in Berlin when| 
the offensive against Britain failed—a failure’ 
‘which is being brought home by the deadly 
raids being made daily, with very little effec-| 
tive opposition, by te RAF. But to a 
Iand-minded people, these two defeats would| 
not appear to-be decisive. It would need a 
defeat of the army—the “glorious” army, 
Germany's greatest bulwark—to make the! 
German citizen really worried. “And that is} 
what has_hapy now. ‘The news, of! 
course, has not been allowed. to reach’ the| 
German public in all its gravity. The pro- 
mise of big sccesses to come is still being 
held out. Preparations are being made for’ 
new offensives which will turn the triek. The. 
capture of Moscow, say German " pro- 
pagandists, has only been postponed: it has: 
‘ot been riade impossible. Dr. Goebbels and 
‘his crew are assuring the German public that 
there is nothing to worry about. The Russian

‘said she would be. ‘There is nothing so 
destructive to national moral as doubt. 
‘The leader, especially if he is a dictator, must 
inspire confidence. “To do so, he must be 
suceessful. If he is not, no amount of ex~ 
cusing is going to put him right in the eyes 
of his people. Thus a erack is caused in the 
home front which can only be mended by 
vietories -and more victories, “And if these 
are not forthcoming, then the crack grows 
wider. ‘This is what makes it so imperative 
for the Nazis to defeat the Russians quickly. 
AS a military machine the Nazi army is 
‘doubtless strong enough in itself to meet with 
greater reverses than those it has already 
Suffered without. seriously being weakened. 
But if its defeat means a crumbling of the 
national confidence, the seriousness of it can- 
not be over-emphasized.
